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Article Would Require Town 


To License Shooting Ranges , —

The Board of Selectmen raised its 
“shooting gallery shield’ Monday, sup- 
porting a town meeting article that would 
allow selectmen to reject a proposed gun 
club downtown. 

Selectmen say the article, generated at 
their request, will protect the town from 
unwanted development downtown—speci- 
fically the shooting range developers 
Benjamin Osgood and G. Bradley Rich- 
ards plan to build at 32-34 Park St. this 
summer. 

With Chairman Gail Ralston abstain- 
ing, the board decided 4-0-1 to back the 
measure, which requires a town-issued li- 
cense for shooting ranges. 


The board also decided not to back an- 
other article that would authorize the 
town to spend $2 million to acquire the 
property by eminent domain. 

Having expressed opposition at their 
last meeting, the selectmen looked at 
each other silently as Mrs. Ralston called 
for discussion. The board then voted 
unanimously not to support the measure. 

Both articles were inserted into the 
special meeting agenda by the board last 
Friday. 

Mr. Osgood’s proposed firing range 
wasn’t the only gun facility discussed in 
public hearings Friday and Monday 
nights. 

The Lawrence Rod and Gun Club, cur- 
rently not required to hold a license, ex- 
pressed fears that future selectmen 
might restrict the club’s activities. 

At least one selectman, Gerald Silver- 
man, agreed with them. 

“T would hope we would not require 
these organizations to be held under (the 
proposed) regulations,”’ he said. Because 
‘the five people here (the board of select- 


men) might not be here three years from [ia 
now,” Mr. Silverman said he will ask 
town meeting voters to exempt Lawrence 
Rod and Gun from the proposed license 
standards. 

At Friday’s meeting, one club member & 
complained that his club was being 
caught in a battle between the town and 
the developers. 

Ron Hajj of 22 Enmore St. said: ‘What 
bothers me is the tug of war that has been 
going on between Mr. Osgood and the 
town. It’s definitely a power play.” 

Mr. Osgood’s problems in Andover be- 
gan last year when both the Planning 
Board and Zoning Board of Appeals re- 
fused to relax zoning bylaws for parking. 
_ With his proposed change for the build- 
ing’s use from a bowling alley to a small 
retail shop plaza, the developers were re- 
quired by the Planning Board to increase 
parking from the existing 12 parking slots 
to about 75 spaces. 

It was the first test for the parking by- 
laws, enacted in 1984, which require that 
a new formula for figuring parking 
Spaces come into play when a property 
owner wants to change the nature of a 
business. 

Mr. Osgood and Mr. Richards are cur- 
rently challenging the bylaw in court. 

Town officials say the pending liti- 
gation has hampered efforts to negotiate 
with Mr. Osgood on other uses for the 
property. 

The developers say they have asked 
permission to build for a wide variety of 
businesses, including a Chuck E. Cheese 
children’s pizza parlor, a comedy night 
club and Marshalls department store. 

Mr. Osgood has said he is losing thou- 
sands of dollars every month the building 
sits vacant.

Plastic recycling began in Andover 
High School June 1. All polystyreen plas- 
tic—trays, plates, coffee and dessert 
cups, knives and spoons from the cafete- 
ria—will be recycled. Although the pro- 
gram has been in the works for some 
time, the company recycling this plastic, 
Plastics Again in Leominster, has not 
been ready to receive the recyclables un- 
til now. 

Plastics Again is the first company in 
the United States (as far as we know) to 
do this kind of recycling. All plastic will 
be made into pellets and molded into va- 
rious consumer goods, such as flower 
pots, insulation and plastic boards and 
posts which can be used for fences, decks 
and docks. Remember, this material will 
never rot. 

Andover Recycling’s Mrs. Joyce Ring- 
leb, with the approval of Mr. Hixon at the 
high school, has been working on this pro- 
gram for several months.

Merrimack College will inaugurate 
“Merrimack 2000” on Sunday, June 11, 
beginning with an 11 a.m. Mass on cam- 
pus. 


Merrimack 2000 is a plan initiated by 
the college to help ensure the excellence 
of the college’s academic offerings during 
the next decade and into the 21st century. 
It will also ensure the continuation of 
Merrimack as an intellectual resource to 
the Merrimack Valley. 


The immediate priority is academic fa- 
cilities. The first project is an $8 million 
campaign for a new science and engi- 
neering center which will include labo- 
ratories and classrooms. 


Except for the college’s initial $1 mil- 
lion building campaign in May 1949, when 
hundreds of area citizens bought ‘‘bricks 
for Merrimack,”’ Merrimack 2000 is the 
school’s first capital campaign for class- 
room facilities. 


Rev. John E. Deegan, O.S.A., college 
president, and Trustee Richard J. Santa- 
gati, Merrimack class of 1965 and nation- 
al chairman of Merrimack 2000, will 
make a presentation for Merrimack 2000 
at 12:30 p.m. in the college church. 


The trustees decided to begin Merri- 
mack 2000 with the construction of a sci- 
ence and engineering center because of 
the great national need for education in 
the sciences. ‘‘An insufficient understand- 
ing of science is a weakness in society 
today,’’ said Mr. Santagati. “‘If this isn’t 
corrected, it will have major ramifica-

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When Amanda Millay Hughes’ neigh- 
bor asked her for a favor, it wasn’t for a 
cup of sugar. She wanted Ms. Hughes to 
write a book. 

Not just any book, but one specifically 
for children about to enter foster care. 
The neighbor was thinking about becom- 
ing a foster parent and asked Ms. 
Hughes, a writer and artist, if she ‘“‘would 
do a book”’ to help allay children’s fears 
about foster care. 

“T said no,’”’ said Ms. Hughes, who now 
lives in Andover. ‘‘But she did research 
about the resources (for foster children), 
and there wasn’t anything. There are 
books for kids in hospitals, adopted kids.” 
But nothing for the child about to leave 
the home that, however abusive, is often 
the only one he or she knows. 

And it’s not easy. ‘‘A lot of these kids 
are facing something that’s brand new,”’ 
said George Cashman, area director of 
the Massachusetts department of social 
services. 

To make that transition easier, Ms. 
Hughes did write the book her neighbor 
suggested. Where Am I?: A Young 
Child’s Guide to Entering Foster Care ap- 
peared this year. 

Ms. Hughes, who both wrote and illus- 
trated the book, said she was “‘just trying 
to do something right.’’ One of the goals 
of the book is ‘‘to help integrate the child 
into the family. The other is to open up 
communications. Ideally, it’s an interac- 
tive tool. Hopefully, it makes them (chil- 
dren) feel safe.”’ 

Despite her good intentions and the ap- 
parent dearth of like material, Ms. 
Hughes had a hard time getting the book 
published. She sent it to her agent—to no 
avail. “I don’t think he or most people 
want to admit that this is a problem,” she 
said. 

Ms. Hughes decided to take matters 
into her own hands. With an order from 
the department of social services, she and 
partner Michael Pope published Where 
Am I? on their own. 

“T was thrilled with it,’’ Mr. Cashman 
said. ‘‘And so was the commissioner 
(Marie A. Matava).”’ 

The DSS is in the process of evaluating 
Ms. Hughes’ book to see who should read 
the book and at what age. But there’s an 
ample supply for the approximately 80 
foster families in this area, Mr. Cashman 
said. 

“Massachusetts is at the leading edge 
of what’s happening in foster care,’ Ms. 
Hughes said. ‘‘They do a tremendous 
amount to validate what foster parents 
do. 

“Foster parents take a lot of abuse 
from the press. There’s a great miscon- 
ception about foster care. Foster parents 
don’t make a lot of money (from the 
state). The national average is $250 a 
month, which is not enough to feed and 
clothe a child.’’ 

Why would someone want to take in a

troubled child who may not stay longer 
than a few months? “‘I think people do it 
essentially for altruistic reasons,” Ms. 
Hughes said. ‘‘It occurs to them that they 
can do the right thing. And they get tre- 
mendous emotional payback from the 
children.”’ 

While Ms. Hughes says her lifestyle 
couldn’t accommodate a foster child, she 
added that she’s learned a lot about being 
one. And working on the book has given 
her a new perspective on an old problem. 

“There are 2 and a half million kids in 
care in this country. That’s a tremendous 
problem.” 

More and more children have to enter 
foster care because ‘‘there’s been a dra- 
matic increase in the problems that cause 
the removal of children,’’ Mr. Cashman 
said. Divorce, drugs and alcohol are lead- 
ing reasons why children may have to 
leave their home temporarily, sometimes 
permanently. 

Ms. Hughes’ book may help get fami- 
lies off to a good start, he said. “‘It’s help- 
ful for the foster families too because 
they haven’t got a terrified little foster 
child coming into their home. That book 
dispels a lot of questions they (children) 
have in their mind, and it does so in a 
friendly and picturesque way.”’ 

Ms. Hughes got ideas from foster par- 
ents, children (including her own three) 
and therapists while she was working on 
Where Am I?. ‘“‘Nobody will get mad at 
you if you take a long time to feel like this 
is your home,”’ Ms. Hughes says in her 
book. ‘‘There is a lot to see in a new 
home. Where’s the bathroom? Where’s 
my bedroom? Do I have a Lunchbox?” 

There are references to words that 
would sound foreign to other children: so- 
cial worker, birth-parents, therapist and 
judge. 

But the idea is not to alienate the young 
reader, Ms. Hughes said, but to help him 
or her fit in. She even had one of the lines 
in the book, ‘‘Every foster child is a good 
child,’’ made into bumperstickers. 

“T just want to raise consciousness,” 
she said. ‘I want people to think that 
their child and the child next door and the 
child next door are good children.”’ 

Ms. Hughes has had a few orders from 
social workers, private placement agen- 
cies and the National Foster Parent Asso- 
ciation, and she received a plaque for the 
book from the Massachusetts Association 
for Professional Foster Care. 

A substitute teacher at a Newburyport 
day care center, Ms. Hughes is also work- 
ing on two other books, one for children 
first leaving foster care and the other for 
disabled kids. ‘‘I am real busy,”’ she said. 

“Who’d’ve thought that something so 
small from a neighbor could be important 
to so many people?”’

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West Middle Students Have Whale Of A Time 


By Lisa A. Boudreau 


Last Thursday morning was gray and overcast. 
The sky threatened showers, and it seemed unlikely 
that a group of West Middle School students would be 
going whale-watching. 

But the silver lining in the sixth-graders’ cloud was 
their faith that the weather would clear. About 120 
students and their teachers piled into three yellow 
school buses and made their way through the drizzle 
to Capt. Bill’s Whale Watch Cruises in Gloucester. 

The whale watch was the culmination of the West 
silver team’s ‘‘Voyage of the Mimi” project. For the 
past year the team has participated in the science 
and mathematics program, which lets them explore 
the world of oceanography in a fun, new and different 
way. 

Through videotaped portrayals, computers and 
maps, the students follow the progress 0 the Mimi, 
an actual whale research vessel, and its crew of 
young people. The program includes a series of video- 
tapes that document the experiences of the Mimi and 
its crew, who sailed out of Gloucester a few years 


ago. 

By the time the group arrived at Capt. Bill’s the 
weather had cleared enough for the cruise to get un- 
derway. The would-be oceanographers were greeted

car look sensational, 
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by Mason Weinrich, a whale scientist and animal be- 
haviorist from the Cetacean Research Unit. He told 
the students there was a very good chance that they 
would be seeing humpback whales because a great 
number had been spotted ealier that morning by local 
fishing boats. 

The humpback whale’s scientific name, Megapte- 
ra novaeangliae, means “big-winged New En- 
glander.” Mr. Weinrich has been working with the 
CRU and Capt. Bill for the past 10 years. He told the 
students he and his fellow researchers have identified 
and named over 575 individual whales that return to 
the area each spring. 

The students learned that each humpback whale 
has identifying markings on its tail, flippers and 
throat, and just like human fingerprints, no two 
whale’s markings are alike. On the cruise the sixth- 
graders had a chance to see typical whale behavior 
first hand. as 

They saw whales sounding, or deep diving; breach- 
ing, or jumping out of the water and crashing onto the 
surface; spyhopping, which is sticking their heads 
out of the water and looking around; lobtailing, tail 
slapping that usually precedes deep dives; flippering,

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AHS Uses Creative Projects As Teaching Tool 


Andover High School teachers have 
long employed a variety of teaching tech- 
niques and technology to enhance their 
ability to communicate ideas. They use 
team teaching, interdisciplinary ap- 
proaches, computers, VCRs and even vi- 
deo laser disks. One method of teaching 
which seems to have gained popularity is 
the creative project. 

Similar to a research project common- 
ly used in most schools and colleges, the 
creative project gives students the lati- 
tude of bringing to bear on the subject 
their own unique interests and creative 
talents. 

William Becker, head of the high 
school’s English department, said many 
of the department’s courses require crea- 
tive projects. 

“This is not something we settled on as 
a group policy. It has essentially evolved 
with a number of teachers over time,’’ he 
said. “Teachers and students have found 
it a valuable and fun way to learn. And, in 
the instances of most projects, fun doesn’t 
mean easy. It is not unusual to have stu- 
dents reflect that the creative project was 
the most difficult and yet rewarding ac- 
tivity of the entire course. 

A number of creative projects ap- 
peared this spring in Memorial Hall Li- 
brary as part of the Partners In Pride 
Exposition. The project assignments take 
many different forms but must have an 
integral connection with the course. Stu- 
dents frequently amaze their peers, tea- 
chers and sometimes even themselves 
with what they are capable of doing when 
they get fully immersed in a project. 

‘What impresses me a lot of the time is 
not only the quality of some of the work 
being done, but the incredible variety as 
well,” Mr. Becker said. ‘‘Based on course 
material, we have students creating their 
own musical compositions, paintings, 
sculptures, videos and architectural mod- 

Other departments at the high school 
are also employing the creative project 
as an integral learning tool. Bob Lawson 
of the math department requires that stu- 
dents do a project based on the 
relationship between math and science. 

“You’d be amazed at what some of 
these kids are capable of accomplishing 
on their own,” Mr. Lawson said. ‘‘It gives 
them the opportunity to become the tea- 
cher for a change and to share some of 
their research and personal interests with

the rest of the class.” 

A recent project for Mr. Lawson’s pre- 
calculus class was presented by Steven 
Pouliot, a junior. His project on laser disk 
technology involved using posterboard di- 
agrams, the blackboard, a Macintosh 
computer program and sample circuitry. 
The class and Mr. Lawson were taken on 
a Byzantine journey through the world of 
binary numbers and analogue systems. 

Mr. Pouliot began by displaying a sam- 
ple compact disk, which he then traced 
back to its essential physical elements. In 
a 40-minute oral presentation, Mr. Poui- 
liot used a computer program to illustrate 
how the sound waves were converted into 
binary mathematics in order to be en- 
coded on a disk. He explained how the 
binary code was scanned by a laser light, 
reconverted back to an analogue system 
and then transformed back into the crisp 
sound heard from the loudspeakers. 

Wilbur Hixon, AHS principal, said he 
was pleased to see the efforts exhibited 
by so many of the students in their pro- 
jects. 

‘Of course,” he said, ‘‘creative projects 
are a teaching tool and like any other 
good thing, they can be overdone. So far, 
I think we are fortunate. We seem to have 
struck a good balance on the number of 
projects being done in the various depart- 
ments, 

“T also think it’s great that the students 
are given an opportunity to express some- 


times what they know instead of always 
being in the position of staff telling them 
what we know.”’ 

Mr. Evans teaches in the Andover High 
English department.

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Town Manager Pushed Meeting Petition 


By Frank Messina 


Town Manager Kenneth Mahony has said he was 
the main force in moving a petition that forced a spe- 
cial town meeting to deal with a proposed downtown 
shooting range. 

Although Mr. Mahony says he didn’t organize last 
month’s petition drive, when phone calls started pro- 
posing “‘off-the-wall’’ petitions that included mandat- 
ing eminent domain takeover of the property, he was 
prodded to take actions that included: 

Contacting a bond counselor in order to write a 
legal petition. “It looked like there was going to be 
three or four petitions that might have been conflict- 
ing,” said Mr. Mahony. 

Contacting the business community. Mahony said 
he called Janet Wallace, president of the Andover 
Center Association, to gauge downtown merchant’s 
response to the volatile situation. The town manage- 
r’s call led to Ms. Wallace circulating a petition at 
her business. 

*Phoning Andover state Rep. Susan Tucker to in- 
form her of the Zoning Board of Appeals decision 
May 16 that opened a path to developer Benjamin 
Osgood’s plans to build the shooting range at 32-34 
Park St. Rep. Tucker, a noted anti-gun legislator, 
later contacted Andover resident Walter McKetrick, 
who also helped gather signatures. 

The town manager said he mentioned the possibili- 


ty of a special town meeting to Rep. Tucker, but 
didn’t ask her to circulate petitions. 

“‘T guess you could say I was the prime mover,” he 

said. “I didn’t plan it that way.” 
_ Inretrospect, Mr. Mahony says he made a mistake 
in judging reaction to Mr. Osgood’s statement in a 
May 18 edition of The TOWNSMAN that he would 
start building the shooting range in the immediate 
future. 

“T think I misread the situation. Looking back, I 
think the parties were too disfused” to gather enough 
signatures to force a special meeting, he said. 

“‘T don’t think anyone can say I have hidden any- 
thing,” said Mr. Mahony. “If I had felt strongly, I 
would have signed (the petition) myself.” 

Board of Selectman Chairman Gail Ralston said 
she felt Mr. Mahony now “realizes it is more appro- 
priate for the selectmen to consider a special town 
meeting.”’ 

Selectman William Downs said the town manager 
“may have overstepped his bounds a little bit. It 
bothers me to the point that without his interference, 
we wouldn’t have a special town meeting coming 
u eh) 

Although Mr. Mahony was not officially repri- 
manded, Mrs. Ralston said the selectmen have ex: 
pressed their displeasure to him. 


Angry Residents Say Arts Group 
Limits Public Access To Collins Center

An agreement between the Andover Endowment 
for the Arts and the School Committee, outlining the 
uses of the J. Everett Collins Center, doesn’t seem to 
be doing an adequate job. According to angry citizens 
at the committee meeting Tuesday night, TAEA has 
been treating the Collins Center as its own private 
fiefdom. 

Committeeman Richard Hubbell said his phone 
has been ringing ‘‘off the hook” with calls asking how 
can community groups get access to the auditorium. 

‘There is a broad-based suspect that fewer people 
derive benefit from the Collins Center than actually 
should,’ he said. 

The discussion at the meeting was primarily desig- 
nated as an information gathering session to receive 
comments and plan a strategy for developing a for- 
mal contract for use, said School Committee chair- 
man Margo Tilghman. But it soon became apparent 
in the heated hour-and-a-half exchange between the 
committee, TAEA President Gerald Cohen and audi- 
ence members that the meeting was a platform for 
citizens to vent their frustration over what they claim 
is the monoply of the Collins Center. 

High rental fees, charged even to non-profit, com- 
munity organizations, was one of the major issues 
discussed. Mr. Cohen maintained that the fees were 
justified to maintain the integrity of technical theater 
equipment at the Collins Center. 

“You (TAEA) have a communication problem 
with the town,” Mr. Hubbell said. 

Donald Robb of 36 York St., a member of the Col- 
lins Center building committee said the three original 
purposes of the center have not been met in order of 
their importance: 

eAn auditorium for the high school; 

eAn auditorium for community groups; 

eAn auditorium to attract outside professional en- 
tertainment companies. 

“The town has been poorly served,” said Mr. 
Robb.

He went on to say TARA has been the nucleus of

Virginia Cole of 268 Highland Road, also a member 
of the building committee, told the School Committee 
members they should rethink the purpose of the cen- 
ter when they draw up the new contract. 

“You should look very throughly at your philoso- 
phy, at what you want this building to do for the com- 
munity...not just to bring one-night stands of tired old

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Town Landmark 
Torn Down

An Andover landmark has gone the 
way of many like it. Last Thursday saw 
the beginning of the end for the 
Shawsheen Manor building, most recent- 
ly known as the Courtyard Restaurant. 
The following day the demolition was 
completed, and when the dust settled all 
that remained was a pile of timber and 
bricks. 

Shawseen Manor has been on North 
Main Street for almost 200 years. The 
main building, later to become the Man- 
or, was believed to have been part of the 
Frye family farmstead. It was built in 
1796, by Theophilus Frye, grandson of 
the founder of Frye Village. 

The building has seen numerous addi- 
tions, renovations, owners and uses over 
the years. Between 1825 and 1921, the 
building was everything from a mansion 
to a rest home to a hospital. 

William Wood, developer of 
Shawsheen Village, made it an inn, 
which he named the Shawsheen Manor. 
Its 40 sleeping rooms accommodated 
visiting executives. The building has 
mainly functioned as an inn or restau- 
rant in the past 60 years. 

In 1979 the Manor was listed along 
with 275 other village buildings on the 
national Register of Historic Places. 
Like many other buildings with histori- 
cal significance that are privately 
owned, register status didn’t protect the 
Manor from being torn down, said Bar- 
bara Thibeault, curator of education at 
the historical society. 

Phil Salamone of 9 Carisbrooke St., 
president of the Shawsheen Neighbor- 
hood Association, said the register list- 
ing has limited effectiveness when it 
comes to preserving Shawsheen land- 
marks. 

“It’s a double-edged sword. It gave 
recognition to Shawsheen, but it doesn’t 
give local enforcement,” he said. 

Only if state or federal money is in- 
volved does the register listing have any 
bearing, Ms. Thibeault said. 

Speculation that the building might be 
demolished began long before Jim Chon- 
gris of 9 Wescott St., owner of the Court- 
yard Restaurant, failed to petition the 
town for a liquor license renewal in Jan- 
uary. 

Mr. Chongris said he had mixed feel- 
ings about closing the restaurant and de- 
molishing the building that had been 
part of Shawsheen for so long. 

What’s in the future for the site of the 
old Manor is anyone’s guess. Mr. Chon- 
gris says he has no immediate plans to 
erect anything in the its place. Rumors 
ranging from a mini-mall, a new hotel, 
to expanded parking have all been circu- 
lating. But, according to the building in- 
spector’s office, no permits to build on 
the site have been applied for or grant- 
ed.

The Irony Of It All 


It seems a bit ironic that while an Andover 
landmark building remains in controversy, an- 
other is reduced to dust. 

Selectmen this week set up a special town 
meeting to allow voters to act on regulations 
which could prohibit the former bowling alley 
building on Park street from becoming a shooting 
gallery. 

But, a few days prior to Monday’s meeting of 
the board, the town was powerless to prevent the 
demolition of the former Shawsheen Manor prop- 
erty in Shawsheen. 

As for the shooting gallery, voters will be asked 
at a special town meeting on June 19 to adopt new 
bylaws which govern where such activity is per- 
missable. There is some concern that such orga- 
nizations as sportsmen’s clubs may be affected 
by adoption of such regulations but possibly there 
is sufficient time to work out details. 


Currently there are sportmen’s clubs in West 
Andover and in the Harold Parker State Forest 
where those interested in such activity can pur- 
sue their avocation safely and away from the 
general public as well as commercial or resi- 
dential neighborhoods. 

One of the important things the selectmen did 
Monday night was to recommend against pur- 
chasing the bowling alley property for $2 million 
as petitioned by voters in the community. 

It has been said here before, but bears repeat- 
ing, that the town does not need to become in- 
volved in rescuing developers or becoming 
landlords. It is the municipal obligation along 
with that of the developer to negotiate in good 
faith to work out an adequate solution and permit 


private enterprise the opportunity to utilize the 
property. 

Indeed, such is possible. 

As for the Shawsheen matter, it was most un- 
fortunate to see the Manor dropped to rubble in a 
short period of time last week. 

The building was an Andover institution for 
over a century, was a part of William M. Wood’s 
dream village and prior to that a farmstead oper- 
ated by the Frye family for whom the village was 
originally named. 

While there is no control over such things, it 
would have been in the interest of the community 
for the owner to consult with the town prior to its 
demolition. 

There was initial indication that something 
would be done with the property when licenses 
were not renewed by the owner, James Chongris, 
the first of the year. 

There had been rumors of what the property 
may be used for, such a mini-mall and an auto 
dealership. 

But, suddenly within a matter of hours, the 
building became a pile of rubble and a part of 
Andover’s history lay in a pile, only the large 

trees which graced the entrance giving any evi- 
dence of what was once a bustling hostelry cater- 
ing to executives during the height of the textile 
industry in the area and to many visitors since 
the woolen business left the area. 

With no controls over such matters, a property 
owner can do what he wishes with his building. 

But it is unfortunate there was no advance 
warning or some effort at preservation of the old 
structure, which certainly, based on similar pro- 
jects, could be adapted to proper use.

If you’ve decided to do it yourself, 
you’ll have to choose the proper insecti- 
cide, herbicide and fertilizer. Ask your- 
self: 

Have you had recurring problems? Do 
certain insects prey on your plants? Are 
various weeds common to your geograph- 
ic area? Now, consider how many square 
feet you really need to cover. 

You’re now ready to compare products 
and packages at the local lawn and gar- 
den store. 

The most difficult decision to make is 
whether to buy liquid products and spray 
or buy dry products, which can be spread. 
Liquid sprays come in various sizes and 
application forms. Pre-mixed sprays of- 
ten hook right up to the hose for applying. 
Generally available in quart-sized con- 
tainers, these liquids combine pesticides 
with fertilizers. Dry, granular products 
are also available as fertilizers with weed 
and insect control. 

When properly applied, liquid pesti- 
cides offer good control, but too often 
they’re not used correctly. The first rule

to remember is that liquids can not be 
used on a windy day. The danger of drift 
increases dramatically with wind. Even 
on a mild day, the chances of accidental 
spray reaching the wrong plants remain 


high. 

Spray drift from an insectidide or her- 
bicide can inadvertently land on pets or 
other people. Often the spray is pulled 
into air conditioning ducts, which affects 
the air quality of the home. 

Determining the amount of liquid nec- 
essary presents a common problem. Of- 
ten burning increases with sprays for two 
reasons. First, it hard to tell if an area 
has been sprayed, which increases the 
chance of crossing over and covering the 
same area twice. Second, many people 
believe if a little is good, a lot is better. 
Unfortunately, this axiom can be harmful 
in the case of insecticides or herbicides. 

Dry products are easier to measure and 
apply. Generally heavier than liquids, 
granular particles sit on the soil surface 
and can be seen, so over application and 
drifting are less likely to occur. Dry in- 
secticides and herbicides also are diluted 
by rain and slowly absorbed into the 
ground. Normally found in timed-release 
form, dry products offer better long-term 
control. 


Preventing Garden Pains 


With the first hint of warm weather, 
gardeners begin to anticipate such long- 
awaited activities as pruning shrubs, 
spading the garden plot and toting bags of 
peat moss. But these activities can lead to 
an assortment of aches, pains and 
strains. 

“A sedentary winter can leave you sus- 
ceptible to injury from spring gardening 
activities,’ warns Jonathan Singer, D.O., 
an osteopathic general practitioner. 
“Back pain is one frequent result of a 
sudden increase in activity.” 

One way to prevent back pain is to take

a cue from athletes and engage in presea- 
son exercises to stretch back muscles and 
strengthen abdominal muscles. ‘‘An easy 
exercise is the ‘pelvic tilt.’ Lie on your 
back with your knees and your feet flat on 
the floor. Then flatten the small of your 
back against the floor and hold for a 
count of ten,’’ explains Dr. Singer. ‘‘An- 
other good exercise is to lie on your back 
with both legs flat on the floor. Then raise 
one knee at a time to your chest and hold 
for several seconds.”’

Insulation Beneficial In Home 


Over the past several years, millions of 
Americans have learned how easy it is to 
insulate their attics and help save on 
home cooling and heating costs. Many of 
these individuals are interested in learn- 
ing where else in their home they can in- 
sulate by themselves. 

Experts at the CertainTeed Home Insti- 
tute suggest crawl spaces. There are two 
general methods for insulating crawl 
spaces and picking the correct one de- 
pends largely on the type of crawl space. 
Both can be insulated in several easy 
steps. Spring, with its warm tempera- 
tures and cool breezes, is the perfect time 
for this home improvement project. 

If the crawl space contains cooling and 
heating equipment, ducts or water pipes 
and is well enclosed, the Home Institute 
recommends insulating the crawl space 
walls. This helps create a comfortable 
area under the living quarters and helps 
protect equipment and pipes from dam- 
age caused by heat and cold. 

If the crawl space is open to the weath- 
er of if there is no reason to heat it, the 
experts recommend insulating the sub- 


floor overhead. This helps keep the floor 
of the living quarters above cool in the 
summer and warm in the winter and 
makes them more comfortable. 

To insulate crawl space walls, you'll 
need work gloves, hammer and nails, sev- 
eral precut pieces of 1x2s and 2x4s, heavy 
duty staple gun, utility or serrated knife 
and rolls of kraft-faced fiber glass insula- 
tion. Cut pieces of insulation long enough 
to cover the wall and overlap the floor by 
two feet. Fasten to the subfloor with 1x2s. 
Cover the entire wall, laying each piece of 
insulation firmly next to the one before it 
with the kraft-facing toward the open 
area. Then place 2x4s along the insulation 
at the base of the floor to hold it in place. 

To insulate crawl spaces subfloor over- 
head, you’ll need work gloves, protective 
glasses and mask, fiber glass batts or 
rolls, chicken wire and heavy duty staple 
en or light gauge wire and hammer and 
nails. 

By installing optimum amounts of insu- 
lation, usually R-19, you’ll be helping to 
cut back on cooling and heating costs, 
saving valuable energy dollars and mak- 
ing your home more comfortable.

Another way to dodge back injury is to 
stretch before beginning to shovel. Dr. 
Singer suggests this shoveling technique: 
“Grasp the shovel near the blade and 
bend your knees slightly to ensure your 
legs and not your back do the lifting. Only 
lift as much as you comfortably can. Al- 
ternate throwing between your left and 
right sides to help protect your back. 

“Craning your neck upwards for long 
periods, such as when you are pruning, 
can strain muscles and tendons. Always 
use a ladder when reaching high over- 
head. Turn the ladder so your body is 
square to the object for which you are 
reaching and hold your head in a neutral 
position.” 

Dr. Singer also cautions against turning 
at the waist while lifting an object. He 
suggests keeping the load in front of your 
abdomen and doing the turning with your 


feet. If a load is very heavy, break it up 
into smaller loads. 

A little muscle pain and stiffness is nat- 
ural after the first work day in the yard. 
According to Dr. Singer, icing can offer 
relief for sprains, strains, torn ligaments 
and general muscle soreness. ‘‘To ice an 
injury, apply a plastic bag containing 
cubes or crushed ice. Don’t apply the ice 
for more than 20 minutes at a time or in- 
creased swelling may result. Once the 
swelling is down completely, heat can 
help relieve tense muscles and joint stiff- 
ness. Apply moist heat with hot towels or 
baths or apply dry heat with heating pads 
or lamps. Remember not to apply heat 
for more than 25 minutes at a time. 

These spring training tips should help 
you to enjoy gardening with a minimum 
of aches and pains.

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Volleyball Teams Wins Four of Six

The Andover High boys’ varsity volleyball team finished the 1989 season 
with a rush, creeping back to the .500 mark as it completed the first year of 
its existence with a highly respectable 10-10 overall record. 

The Golden Warriors captured two of the final three matches last week, 
whipping Braintree and Dedham High 2-0 and dropping a tough 2-1 decision 
to a Weymouth South team ranked third in the state. 

In addition there was a late-season come-from-behind, character-building 
2-1 mini-upset of highly-regarded Cambridge Rindge & Latin, and the AHS 
netmen dropped a 2-1 decision to Weymouth North, defeated Boston English 
twice, 2-0 and 2-1, whitewashed Wellesley, 2-0, and dropped a tough 2-1 deci- 
sion to Lowell. 

‘‘We’re very pleased to end up at the .500 mark,”’ said co-coach George 
Sullivan. ‘‘But we did put some pressure on ourselves. What do we do next 
year for an encore?”’ 

The Warriors should be in excellent shape next spring, graduating just two 
seniors and getting the best players from a JV squad that had a superb 14-3 
maiden season. 

Match Results 

The final match against Braintree produced an impressive 15-5, 15-7 
sweep. 

The team’s two seniors, Jerome Guerard (back from injury) and James 
Spinelli, went out in style with strong overall efforts while athletic John 
Thompson contributed 18 spikes including six kills. 

“Tt was a good overall way to finish,’’ said co-coach George Sullivan. “It 
gives us a very positive attitude heading into next year. 

“We received a lot of comments late in the season about how much we 
improved, and how we didn’t really look like a first-year team by the end.” 

Dedham went just as easily as Braintree, 15-5, 15-12, but Weymouth South 
was a different story. 

Weymouth won the first game, 15-7, Andover the middle game, 16-14, and 
Weymouth the rubber contest, 15-6. 

“They were a very big and very skilled team with five seniors starting,” 
explained Sullivan. 

Playing well for Andover were Chris Merrill (setting), Glenn Driscoll (at 
the net), Kevin ‘‘Mr. Reliable’’ Murphy and Jeff Foley. 

Cambridge Rindge & Latin, rated one of the best boys’ high school teams 
in Massachusetts by ‘‘Volleyball Monthly’’ magazine, beat Andover 15-8 in 
the first game before the locals roared back for consecutive 15-11 victories. 

‘‘Cambridge jumped out to big leads against us in all three games,” said 
co-coach Art Iworsley. ‘‘But we recovered well each time and it was really 
an impressive victory for us.”’ 

Playing well for Andover were juniors John Thompson, Kevin Murphy, 
Glenn Driscoll and Chris Merrill. 

‘Kevin Murphy has become an outstanding blocker and defensive player, 
Thompson and Driscoll were our leading hitters, and Chris Merrill has be- 
come our top setter in the 5-1 offensive formation,’ explained coach 
Iworsley. 

Andover switched from a 6-2 to a 5-1 setup partially because of the injury 


to Co-Capt. Jerome Guerard. 

Guerard, the team’s top setter, suffered a broken finger and upon re-ex- 
amination last week was placed in a full arm cast. The injury will keep the 
senior sidelined for the rest of the season. 

Cambridge R&L entered the Andover match with a 5-2 overall record. 

Andover made the long trip to the South Shore and Weymouth North, 
winning the first game 15-11 before losing the next two 6-15 and 3-15. 

“We jumped out to an 8-1 lead in the opening game,” said coach Iworsley, 
“but Weymouth came back to make that one close and then won the next two 
by big scores. 

“Tt was like two completely different matches, and once they got the mo- 
mentum they kept it going. It was a team we should have beaten.” 

Playing well for AHS were Kevin Murphy and Chris Merrill. 

Jerome Guerard returned to the lineup to serve a few points, but it was 
after this match his injury was re-diagnosed and the full cast applied. 

Boston English was a 15-4, 15-7 victim the first time around.

The 2-0 romp over Wellesley (15-7, 15-5) saw Jeff Foley score nine points 
on his serve, Kevin Murphy star defensively, and Glenn Driscoll team with 
James Spinelli to spark the offense. 

The loss to improved Lowell (five straight wins) was a heartbreaker, AHS 
coasting 15-5 in the first game, losing the middle contest 10-15, and then 
bowing 16-14 in the rubber game as Lowell fought off six match points and 
erased a 14-8 deficit with an 8-0 closing run. 

“Lowell is very sound fundamentally,” said coach Sullivan. ‘They win 
because they set well and play excellent position volleyball.

tors in Beijing’s Tiananmen Square early 
Sunday. Sources speculate the attack was 
ordered by senior leader Deng Xiaoping 
or Premier Li Peng to put a conclusive 
end to almost two months of massive stu- 
dent protests. 

“My personal opinion is it’s like some 
cancer, these old and stubborn Commu- 
nists,” Mr. Liu said. ‘They have been op- 
posing economic reform. They thought 
(public opinion was) on their side. They 
were deadly wrong.” 

The students appear to have been set 
back—but only temporarily, observers 
say. ‘For the time being, the hard-liners 
will have control,” said Thomas Huang of 
Farrwood Drive, past president of the 
Boston chapter of the National Associa- 
tion of Chinese-Americans. “I think this 
(protest) is a trend which cannot be 
turned back. It takes a tragic event to 
shift the mood of the entire country. But 
there is no turning back to the old poli- 
Cyan 

“Shocking, terrible, unforgivable” is 
how Mr. Huang’s wife, Vivian, described 
the violence in Tiananmen Square. The 
Chinese troops who fired on the square 
couldn't have known what they were 
doing, she said. She cited reports that the 
soldiers had been drugged before they 
were ordered to attack. 

The students looked ready to compro- 
mise in the days before the military 
cracked down. “They tried, but they 
asked for too much,” Mr. Liu said. The 
Chinese leaders ‘want to show their fist 
to the students. I think they’re (leaders) 
going to lose the fight. The military is 
going to say, ‘Enough.”” 

Some units may have already. Split 
into factions, two divisions of the People’s 
Liberation Army have already confronted 
each other in tanks. “It would be a trage- 
dy to China and the whole world if China 
lapsed into civil war again,” Ms. Huang 
said. 

And yet, many believe civil war is in- 
evitable, and some, that it is necessary. 
“It is a good step toward democracy,” 
Mr. Liu said. ‘This is a turning point. The 
past 10 years has been like a prelude. Af- 
ter this, the students will win. I think they 
are prepared.” 

“It’s very sad for my countrymen to be 
fighting the way they are,” said Elsie Wu 
of Matthew Street, who teaches at Ban- 
croft Elementary School. “I was hoping 
the change would be more gradual, but it 
looks like there will be a revolution. And 
no revolution comes without bloodshed.” 

For people with relatives and friends 
near the focal point of the brutality, the 
situation goes beyond political guessing 
games. Memorial Hall librarian Evelyn 
Kuo’s sister was supposed to be coaching 
a basketball team in Beijing this week. 
“Tm kind of worrying,” said Ms. Kuo, 
who has been trying to phone her sister. 

“Many of our friends (who have rela- 
tives near Beijing) are keeping in con- 
stant dialogue,” Ms. Huang said. 

The idealism and commitment of the 
student protests have galvanized the 
world, whatever the outcome. And, what- 
ever the outcome, they will leave a mark 
in history. 

“It (would be) a shame for Americans 
to stand by and watch blood flowing from 
fellow human beings,” Mr. Liu said.
